Mr. Lamar’s Argument in Favor of the Blair Educa- 
tional Bill—The Classes by Whom the Bil! is 
Opposed-The Georgia Claim in the 
Senate—Otber Proceedings, Ete. 


Bpecial to The Constitution. 

Wass ton, March 28.—The Kentucky 
congressmen will try to compass the object of 
thewhiskey bil. by passing Phil Thompson’s 
pjji reorganizing the internal revenue system. 
jt makes meny changes, among which is one 
giving the distilleries an indefinite time on 
the tax. The bill has no chance to pass, [ 
am wid at the commissioner’s office that be- 
tween now and the first of August $15,000 000 


must be paid on the whisky now in bond. 
After that date the tax will continually fal! 
due on various quantities of bonded whisky. 

Mr. Lamar mage a powerful argument for 
the Blair educational bill to-day. Is is op- 
posed by the extreme republicans who pre 
tend to think the money would not be fairly 
applied in the south, and by a few southern 
senators who hold the faded theories which 
Senator Butier defended recently.’ Still the 
friends of the bill are quite hopeful. 

Secretary Frelinghysen has been notified 
by United States Minister Astor, at Rome, 
that the property of the American college 
has been exempted from the sales of the 
property of the propaganda. 


IN THE TWO HOUSES. 


Continuation of the pebets on the Biair Educational 


Wasuincton, March 28.—On motion of 
Mr. Hale the senate agreed that when it ad- 
journ to-day it be to Monday next. Mr. 
Palmer, from the committee on woman’s 
suffrage, reported favorably a joint resolution 
proposing an amendment to the constitution 
wextend the right of suffrage to women. 
Mr. Cockerill said that this was the action of 
amajority of the committee, The minority 
of the committee would hereafter present 
their views. The resolution was placed on 
the fcalendar. Mr. Piumb’s_ resolution 
offered yesterday calling on the secretary of 
the treasury for information relating to the 
unpaid portion of the war iax of 1861 was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Brown introduced a bill to reauire the 
payment in cash of $55,555 42, appropriated 
for said state by an act to refund to the state 
of Georgia certain money expended by said 
state for the defense in 1777, approved March 
$4, 1885. In introducing the bill Mr. Brown 
suid the bill was passed last year, and re- 
ceived the president’s signature, but the 
comptrolier of the treasury had decided 
that the money could not be paid, as the direct 
war tax stood charged to the state. This bill 
was to direct that the will of congress should 
be executed, notwithstanding the decision of 
the officials ef the treasury. ‘The bill was re- 
ferred to the committee on claims. Mr, Mor- 
gan said that several southern siates were 
interested in the question involved, owing to 
the rulings of the department cfficers. He 
hoped the committee, when acting on it, 
wonid report a general bill to coverthe whole 
subject. He did not think t2e appropria- 
tions for the benefit of a state should be mei 
by decisions of cflicers of the treasury 
charging up thattax against the states. What- 
ever was done in the state of Georgia case 
should apply to all sourhern states. Con- 
gress had not required them to pay that tax, 

The educational aid bill came up and Mr. 
Lamar addressed the senate in support of it. 
He had given serious consideration, he said, 
to the constitutional question involved, and 
had no doubi ot its constitutionality. Any 
other interpretation of it would, in his opin- 
ion, be reversing the settled policy of 
the United States government. The refine- 
ments of distinction that had been dfawn be- 
tween the land grants and money grants he 
did not sympaihize with. It was not 
aid to states that was uwncon- 
stitutional. Unconstitutionality began 
when there was an intervention of 
the general government in the rights and 
functions of the states. The objections of 
the senator from Missouri ( Vest) to the state 
ment in the iil that reading, writing and 
arithmetic should be taught, did not seem to 
Mr. Lama: to be well founded. These words 
were words of description, and simply showed 
the purposes of the bill, Mr. Lamar saw in 
those words no indication of federal interven- 
tion in the functions of the state. Indeed, 
he rather thought that if there had been any 


tendency to such intervention, the pas- 
sage of the biil would bave a ten- 
dency to arrest it. Mr. Lamar had 


waiched with interest and solicitude the pro- 
gress of this educational scheme, since its 
first appearance in another form in the other 
house of congress. in his opinion it was the 
‘irst step taken by congress in regard to the race 
question inthe United States, and would 
have a more decisive effect upon that ques- 
tion than the 13th, 14th or {loth famendments 
uualess Wais measure was to be considered, as 
Mr. Lamar thought it should be considered, 


as the logical sequence of these 
amendments. It was & measure 
fraught with almost unspeakable conse- 


quences to the peeple of the south, Apart 
trom the questiou of the money involved, it 
would give to the common school education 
in that ~ section an impetus that it had never 
before known. 

Mr. Lamar said it would stimulate the peo- 
ple to grapple with a difficulty, in presence 
of whica they had stood appalied, The war 
had overthrown all the pre-existing conal- 
tious. and the schools and colleges suffered 
with the rest. The historian, Guizot, in one 
of his essays, had said that the overthrow ol 
the political institution of a country waglike 
the swallowing up of a city, and thmt it 
would be as difficult to rebuild one as to 
resurrect the other. Yet the p> of the 
south made that effort, and had taxed thei- 
selves to arate equal tothe rate of taxation 
ofany other country. Tbis magnanimous 
measure would infuse new hope into the peo- 
ple of che south. It would be a manifesta- 
tion of the respect and affection for them,and 
would dispel whatever 1m pression past events 


may haye produced tending to show 
that this government stood in 
an attitude of austere severity 


The idea that the amount was 
too large to be profitably applied, Mr. Lamar 
said, was a mistaken one. The south had 
school houses enough, teachers eneugh and 
ampie material for making teachers, because 
the south did not affurd the same variety of 
Occupation as did the north, All that was 
Wanied was the money with which to employ 
them. Mr. Lamar would very much regret 
ifone of the suggested amendments should 


tOWard them. 


e adopted, namely, that which pro- 
vided that the money should be admin- 
istered by agents of the federal 
government, It would give to 


the measure a harshness unworthy of its 
great purpose, and would change its whole 
aspect and character, for it would in a certain 
Seuse be a re-enactment of the color line. 
The surest way to beget distrust was to enter- 
tain distrust. The surest way to make the 
people of the south stand aloof was to make

Mr. Lamar expressed his thanks to the sen- 
ator from Massachusetts forthetribute. The 
adoption of such an amendmeatas he had re- 
ferred to would introduce an element of dis- 
cord into the operation of the act, for there 
would be conflicting authorities. The agen- 
cies selected by the bill as it stood, were 
agencies haying the confidence of the people, 
whereas any other agency would place the 
administration of the acts in the hands of 
§.rabgers, responsible to no restraints of local, 
public sentiment; men who would be apt to 
be moved by political considerations rather 
than the interests of education 

This measure, ashe had said, would bea 
decided step towerd a settlement of the diffi- 
culties growing out of the question of races 
Most of tbe conditions that had grown out of 
that question had been d:fii:ulties of educa- 
tion. Remove these and asimpler element 
of the problem would come into view. Mr. 
Lamar did not believe a free people 
could be made out of an ignorant multitude. 
Liberty could not be enacted by statute laws. 
Liberty wasa moral and inieilectual force, 
with which the eutcome of people’s thoughts, 
habits and sentiments, ana people who were

in ignorance would not be free, notwith- 
standing the statutes, They would be 
slaves to their passions. Laws were

Mr. Lamar was no optimist, 
He had no visions of rapid strides on the ed- 
ucation of the colored race. Dense ignorance, 
even With this measure, had to be met, and 
whatever trouble the work migh: entail, it 
wes one that all the people, north and south, 
would take pleasure in, the duration of 
the work of grinding that great mass intoi'ts 
slow, onward and upward path. 


Mr. Harrison read from the re- 
ports of the superintendent of education 
of Mississippi, to show the scarcity of teach- 


ers there, and contrasted the statement with 
Lamar’s remark that enough teachers could 
be had. Mr. Lamar replied that it was 
merely a question of money with which to 
pay them. Good teachers could not be had 
without proper compensation. 

Mr. George madea strong and elaborate 
argument in favor of the constitutionality of 
the bill, basing it upon the general welfare 
clause. He took up seriatem and anal- 
ized the objections that had been made to 
the mieasure and whether Jooking, he said, 
ai the abstract principle involved or at the 
history of the United States and tbe prece- 
dents afforded for this action of congress, he 
could find no reason for opposing it, but on 
the contrary every reason for favering it. As 
to the point made by some democratic sena- 
tors that the bill was objec- 
tionable because it prescribed the 
branches tobe taught, the objection was 
not tenable, he said, because the prescription 
was merely asserting that the pyramidshould 
stand on its base and not on iis apex. Ii re- 
quired that the elementary and fundamental 
branches should be taught. It wasa simple 
requirement that not deferential calculus or 
metaphysics, but reading, writing and arith 
metic should be taught. It wasa gift by the 
United States on conditions subsequently 
to be performed by the states. 
The honor ef the separate states was 
the pledge of the performance of the condi- 
tions. He admitted that congress could not 
giant money toastate on a condition which 
would involve the surrender of its functions, 
as that it should surrender its representation 
in congress, or itsseparate political existence, 


Mr. George said he had always 
opposed and would continue to Op- 
pose centralization, but he could 


not shut his eyes to the facts. He had once 
pelieved that the state bad the right to secede 
from the union. He believed now that the 
right had then existed, but it had been irre- 
vokably lost amid the clang of arms and the 
horrors of war. He had once denied that the 
federal government was the judge of its own 
power, vet that had been‘firmly established. 


Those opinions, said Mr. George, ° 
have surrendered, however un- 
willingly. I will not feed 


on dry husks and emasculated remains of 
constitutional theories which, however re- 
spectable they may have been, now no longer 
control nor influence the goveinment or the 
destinies of this great nation.

SOME GOTHAM GOSSIP. 


ABOUT THE PROMINENT TOPICS 
OF THE TIME, 


Ex-Governor Seymour’s High Opinion of Mr. Tiiden 
as a Candidate—-What the Naw York Papers 
Think of the Congressiona! Caacus— 
Another Intervi.w With Mr. Tilden. 


New York, March 23.—The Mailand Ex- 
press has aninterview with Governor Hora- 
tio Seymour on the political situation. He 
expressed the opinion that longer continu- 
ance of the protective tariff may provoke re- 
taliatory measureson the partof England 
and other European nations. 

As tothe presidential candidates he ex- 
pressed the opinion that the nomination of 
Tilden would be wise for the democracy. 

The following questions and answers are 
given: 

‘‘And you do not believe Mr. Tilden too 
feeble to perform the duties of president ?’’ 

‘Well, they say he can’t talk now. That 
is @ positive advantage. No man. was ever 
yet hurt by what he didn’t say,and 1 say 
that without the least hesitation. What we 
want in the presidential chair aremen who 
think more and talk less. A man should 
have his tongue cutoffwhen he enters the 
white house as president.”’ 

‘Then the difficulty of speech is to com- 
mend Mr. Tilden asa presidential candidate’ 

‘Not so sulely. ‘ney say Mr. Tilden is so 
much in ill heaith that he is practically use- 
less as a presidential candidate. I tell you, 
ill health is another advantage. If Mr. Til- 
den in ijl health should be president, bis in- 
firmity would prove a protection against the 
throngs of men who want something.’’ 

WHAT IS THOUGHT OF THE CAUCUS. 

The decision of the democratic caucus on 
Tuesday, by a vote of 114 to 57, to pass ‘‘a 
bill for the reduction of duties and war tariff 
taxes,’’ but allowing each member to vote 
upon it according to his individual judgment, 
“except tothe extent that he feeis that he 
ought to be influenced by the expressed 
opinion of the msjority of his associates,’’ is 
received by the eastern press with warm ap- 
proval, ridicule or sarcastic comment, ac- 
cording to the bias of the writer. 

The New York Herald pronounces it ‘‘in 
accordance with the original lines laid down 
by Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Morrison,”’ and adds: 
“As l7l outof the 191 democratic members 
of the house were present, there is a rzason- 
able prospect that some measure like that of 
Mr. Morrison’s will be passed.’’ 

The New York Times, making the wish 
father the thought, considers that by effacc- 
ingacompromise withthe high tanff men 
the reformers ‘‘haye thrown awaythe only 
issue on which they couid go tothe coun- 
try.’’ 

The Tribune, seeing with grief that the cau- 
cus did not break upin a row between tarilf 
and anti-tariff extremists, characteristicaily 
says: “Sofaras bringing about harmony of 
action is concerned, the caucus was without 
eff-ct. While the Morrison men areclaiming 
a victory, the democratic protectionists are as 
strongly determined asever to defeat the 
measure.”’ 

The World holds that ‘the action of the 
democratic congressional caucus has gratified 
the friends of the party and disapovointed its 
enemies. Speaker Carlisle recognizes the fact 
that while the democratic party is pledged to 
revenue reform, to strict economy and hon- 
esty in public expenditures and to the relief 
of the people at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment from the burden of unnecessary taxa- 
tion, neither the details of tariff reconstruc- 
tion nor the question of the expediency of 
making a futile attempt to change the tariff 
at the preser.t time can be fairly considered a 
party test.”’ 

The Philadelphia Press assumes that a vic- 
tory has been gained for protection. The 
Inquirer affirms that ‘‘the democratic party 
has lost its chief weapon of partisan disci- 
pline and unity of action.’’ ‘The Times pre- 
dicts failure. The Press says: ‘The vote 
against the Morrison bill settles its defeat.’’ 
The North American finds the net result of 
the caucus “‘ludicrous.’’ The Washington 
tepublican thinks that it “‘decides nothing.” 
Tne chorus of disapprobation is interrupted 
by the Washington Post with the reassuring 
cry: ‘‘Let the battle begin. The action of the 
caucus gives the democracy an issue in the 
presidential campaign. It redeems democratic 
promises to the people.” 

MR. TILDEN’S EXCELLENT HEALTH. 

The World this morning publishes an in- 
terview on Tilden’s physical condition held 
witha “prominent gentleman” known to 
possess the most reliable knowledge on the 
subject, as he is and has been for many years 
Tilden’s most intimate friend and constant 
associate in his public as wellas private af 
fairs.

THE DANVILLE RIOT. 


The Demcecratic Witnesses Giving Thelr Side of the 
Btoyv. 

Wasuineton, March 23.—The Danville in- 
vestigation wasresumed this morning, and 
25 witnesses, all white, were sworn at once. 
Wm. B. Kurtz, postmaster of Waynesboro, 
Virginia, 200 miles from Danville, was first 
examined. He described the state of politi- 
cal feeling in his neighcrhood, and said that 
he was himself the «hief object of local 
democratic enmity. He had heard ofthe 
Danville riot first on Sunday. The day 
atter the riot he had been told by the mail 
messenger, who was an ex-telegraph opera- 
tor, thata telegram had passed over the 
wires ordering a large invoice of pistols to 
Danville. This was objected to by Senator 
Vance, and the ob,ection was sustained. 
Kurtz heard a jol.iification speech after 
the election. The ¢emocratic speaker said he 
thanked God for Le Danville riot. It wasa 
blessing in disguis e. 

L. M, Shoemaker, of Lynchburg, but who 
up to Jast February had been a resident of 
Danville, was called. He described the ante- 
cedents of the riot. The democrats, as he 
gathered from conversation with them, were 
much excited, and said they were better 
organized than ever before, and were deter- 
mined to carry the election. They had rea- 
son to object to some of the local officials 
then in power. The local government, as a 
whole, was, nowever, in witness’ opipion, an 
improvement on its predecessor. 

J. W. Simmons, of Floyd county, ninety 
miles from Danville, was sworn. The Dan- 
ville cireular was exter sively circulated be- 
fore the election. He tirst heard of the riot 
on Monday, the day before the election. The 
effeat of the circular was to change about 120 
votes in Floyd couny, 

Jacob Hawhurst, of Fairfax, Va., was 
called. He was acoalition candidate for 
state senator. He firstsaw the circnlar at 
Alexandria. on Friday before the election. 
He never saw more than twocopies of it, 
The circular caused a change from the re- 
adiuster to the democratic side upon election 
day. The democyvats relied on the race 
issue in the canvass. 

C. L. Pritchard, of Warren county, ¥a., 240 
miles from Danville, in the Shenandoah val- 
lev. was called. Printed exaggerations.of the 
Danville riot were circulated by runners on 
the day before the election, and had the ef- 
fect to stimulate the democratic party and to } 
change the votes of some of the coalitionists. 
This effect grew out of the representations 
that the negroes were rising. The Danville 
circuiar also contributed to this result. 

The reoublican side suspended the exami- 
nation at this point, although afew more 
witnesses remained to be examined, and Mr. 
Vance began the examination in_ rebuttal 
by calling to the witness chair Peter V. 
Booth, grocer, of Danville. He described the 
riot. He saw the preliminary quarrel, and 
went tothe place. A colored and a white 
man were fighting with their fists No wea- 
pons were being used. 
about three white men and at ‘east fifteen 
eolored men. Afterthe men were separated 
witness turned to the crowd of 
colored people and asked them to leave. 
They refused and displayed pistols, saying 
“they bad been misused and would not 
leave.” Witness knew some of the colored 
people. One named Redd had a pistol. 
Witness did not know the names of the oth- 
ers who had pistols. Witness went among 
the colored people, with several others whom 
he named, tried to get the colored people to 
disperse. The witness was not armed. When 
the firing began there were about fifteen 
whites and about two hundred colored men. 
There was no alignment of whites. He heard 
no command to fire. Witness did not see 
the whites when they first fired, his back 
being turned.

verdict. Many could not get inside. the buiiding, 
Strong resolutions were adopted condemning the 
verdict, and a commiitee on legislation 
was appointed, Upon the adjourament the vast 
crowd moved directly to the jail, where they began 
an attack on the front door. At ‘:40 p. m. the riot 
alarm was sounded, summoning the entire police 
force to the jail, vast crowds of people 
gatberiug in that vicinity. Berner had 
removed after his sentence 
this afternoon and started for Columbus, but if the 
mob succeeds in getting into the jail the other 
murderers wiil belynuched. The police, upon ap. 
riving, in the vicinity ef the jail, commanded the 
crowd to move on, and not being obeyed 
fired. but as no one was hurt, it was presumeg 
they fired in theair.

THE MISSISSIPP: RIVER PROBLEM. 

It is claimed by those who ought to know 
that the jetties sunk near the mouth of the 
Mississippi river by Captain James B. Eads 
have deepened the channel so thatnow the 
largest verses may goupto New Orleans 
in perfect safety. it is claimed,in short, that 
the jetties are a= perfect success. On the 
other hand, itis claimed by those- who are 
interested in knowing that the jetty system 
is not a success, and so the desultory contro- 
versy goes on forever. 

But the jetty system isnota part of the 
mystery of the great river, and, however, 
successful the system may be in deepening 
the channel it does not preventa yearly re- 
currence of an overflow. This problem of 4 
yearly overtiow is the mystery of the great 
father of waters. Itisa mystery that seems 
to be beyond the reach of successful engin- 
eering. The floods that fill other rivers give 
strength and swiftness to their currents. 
They run toward the seain hurried and im- 
petuous volumes; they rise and subside and 
that is the end of it for the time being. 

Not so with the Mississippi. That myste- 
rious river receives the migbty floods 
emptied into it by other streams without a 
murmur, The fountainsof the earth pass 
into it,and the rains of heaven descend 
upon it, but it moves in its sluggish 
way as placid as a mill-rece. 
The levees seem al)  suflicient, and 
the knowing ones congratulate themselves 
thatthe season is to pass without an over- 
flow. Suddenly, some pleasant, sunshiny 
day, it is discovered that the river has risen an 
inch at Natchez or some other poiat on the 
river. The next day it-bas risen another inch. 
There is no hurry; the river runs no sWifier; 
there are no signs of a freshet, no symptoms 
of an overtiow. But the placid volume con-

When Howard 
back he was furious over their escape, He cire- 
fully loaced his shotgun with a handful of slurs 
and then ground hisax. This was done in the 
presence ofanold man. whoasked what he was 
doing, whether he was goinga hunting. To this 
he replied: ‘‘No,] am going to shoot a damned 
nigger and send him to hell before night.”’ 

The old man remonstrated with him and tried 
hard to dissuade him from his murderous purpose, 
but hissober words made no impression on the 
desperate fellow, Following the path which the 
two had taken he soon descried them in the dic- 
tance. Inafew minutes he was up with them. 
He demanded the party to halt and brought his 
gun to his shou'der, but they moved 
on. Then taking Celiberate aim he 
pulled trigger and the load of 
deadly leaden slugs was lodged into the beck and 
shoulder of Simon Gaskius, who fel! to the ground. 
Then hethreatencd to shoot his wife, but her 
mother (bis own wife) protected her and shielded 
her perfon.

HIS TRIAL AND CONVICTION, 


Nhen the court cf sessions met here iu last June |

the trial did not occur til: last February. When 
Howard was arraigned he pleaded “not guiliy.’’ 
He was calm aud cheerful throughout 
the trial. Able counsel conducted the 
defense. An admirable jury composed 
of seven whites sud five blacks was empaveled. 
The evidence was brief and overpowering. 
guilt was proved. The judge delivered a lucfd, 
impartial, but vigorous charge, The jury consuit- 
ed twenty micautes and rendered a yerdict of **guii- 
ty.”’ The culprit was sertenced to be hanged tos 
day, All who heard the evidence—the negroes and 
the white people—confessed that the verdict was a 
righteous one.

There is in Macon to-dxy Mr. Joe! W. Bow- 
man, special agent of the department of jus 
tice in Washington city, who i3 on aioUur 
of inspection of the manner in which United 
States prisoners fare in the jails. For some 
time past no United States prisoners. have 
been conlined in the Bibb county j ail, but 
haye been taken to the Monroe county jail, 
where Marshal Locke arranged with Sherifl 
hing to provide for the prisoners at 50 cents 
per day esch. Jailer Foster, of the Macon 
jail, charged the government 50cents per day 
forthe care of its prisoners, and 40 cents for 
the county prisoners. The government ob- 
jected to paying more than the county did, 
although Jailer Foster thought the charge 
of 10 cents extra against the povernment was 
legitimate, as the county furnished blankets, 
buckets and other necessities free, and the 
government should be willing to pay some- 
thing for their use. To-day Jailer Foster 
agreed to take ihe prisoners at 40 cents per 
day, provided ali the prisoners of the western 
division, where Macon is situated, are con- 
finedinthe Bibb county jail. Agent Bow- 
man will submit the proposition tothe au- 
thorities at Washington.

This 
time the amounts to each soldier average about $65 
making the total emount paid cut to date between

wi diers Will be due again three years hence, com- 
m@<« acing in December, I856. The law provides that

~u three years, so that & man who was paid in De- 
Gem ber, 1585, will be «nuded to drawagain in De- 
oember, 1586, and & man who drew in January, 
1884, will be entitled to draw again in January, 
i887.

Since then but little has been said of this 
enterprise. Other schemes have been started” 
and it was thought that we had missed our 
reckoning, in expressing confidence in Mr. 
Kimball’s plans. We are able to announce 
this morning that Mr. Kimball has not only se- 
jected the site for the projected town, but that 
the company has been organized, the land
